during the first eight months of 
1930,” the statement reads, “has 
been slightly less than the average 
during the same months of 1928.” 

Preliminary figures for August 
show production of automobile tire 
casings at 3,302,000, an increase of 
18 per cent. over July, the state- 
ment says. In both July and Au- 
gust the peak of the season for the 
sale of tires, unit volume was below 
the average of the last three years 
in the same period. 

Tire inventories at the end of 
August were less by 9.1 per cent. 
than at the end of July, it being 
explained that production and in- 
ventery figures are 75 per cent. 
complete, while the tire price index 
for August was the same as for 
July The statement continues:— 

“Registration of new passenger 
cars during the first seven months 
of 1930 was 23 per cent. less than 
in the corresponding part of last 
year. Stocks of new cars on Au- 
gust 1 were computed at 342,000 or 
31 per cent. below such stocks on 
August 1, 1929. 

“Sales of used cars are reported 
to have continued in_ sufficient 
quantity to reduce used car stocks 
to a norma! basis for this time of 
year. Production and registration of 
trucks in 1930 have compared more 
favorably with figures for 1929 than 
production and registration of pas- 
senger ¢€ars. 

“During the first six months 
twenty-nine major air transport 
Jines reported slightly more than 
hali the total mileage for the 
twelve months of 1929, also slightly 
more than half the amount of active 
1928 mail, and more than 75 per 
cem. ef the number of 1929 pas- 
sengers.”

There are’two opinions as to the 
trend of car sales in the final three | 
months. Some maintain that the 
rate of decline from last year will 
| be cut.-while others hold that the 
falling off will continue at prac- 
| tically the same pace as im recent 
months. 

If there is justification in the 
theory that the slump in sales in 
|the final quarter of last year was 
iso severe that the final months of 
this year will show up more favor- 
ably as a result, new car sales may 
hold up. sufficiently in the final 
quarter to put the total for the year 
at around 2,850,000, a decline of 25 
per cent. from 1929. This would 
compare with a falling off of 28 
| per cent. in the first eight months 
|} of this year. 
| On the other hand, if the theory 
that sales will continue to show 
heavy declines from 1929 despite the 
severe curtailment of buying in the 
final quarter of that year proves 
justified, sales for this year can 
hardly exceed 2,600,000, or a decline 
of 33 per cent., as against the 28 
‘per eent. slump for the first eight 
months. Official sales figures tor 
September are expected to shed 
' much light on the trend for the rest 
of the year and probably will give 
a real indication of which of the 
above theories will be the correct 
one. 

Taking beth of the above the- 

ories of the sales trend into consid- 
eration, it is conservatively estimat- 
ed that neither will be justified to 
| the full extent of the expectations 
of those holding to them, and that 
sales for the year will approximate 
the 2,700,000. There is no question 
but that the current business un- 
certainty makes estimates of the 
total year's automobile business ex- 
tremely difficult. 

If the rate of decline from last 
year that has prevailed in recent 
weeks is to prevail for the rest of 
the year, it is difficult to see how 
new car registrations can better the | 
following totals: September, 175,000, 
as compared with 304,000 a year ago; 
October, 150,000, as against 288,000; | 
November, 100,000, as compared | 
with 183,000, and December, 75,000, | 
as compared with 138,600. This | 
would give the year a total of 
around 2,600,000. 
, However, if the final months of 
the year are to make slightly bei- 
ter showing than the first eight! 
months, it is probable that Septem- 
ber sales will reach 190,000, October 
170000, November 140,000 and De- 
cember 100,000. This would give the 
full year a total of approximately 
2,700,000, or the most generally ac- | 
cepted estimate. 

In order for the most optimistic 
estimate of 2.850,000 sales for the 
year to be reached, it would be 
necessary for the sates in the final 
four months to reach approximately

There are other ways to estimate 
the 1930 sales. In the first eight 
menths of 1929 registration of new 
cars accounted for 76 per cent. of 
the toial for the year. If this pro- 
portion held good in 1930, the total 
of 2,107,000 for the first eight 
menths of this year would repre- 
sent 76 per cent. of the total for the 
year, which ia tiat case would 
ameunt to 2,770,000. This may it- 
self prove to be the best estimate 
for the year yet made. 

It is not too much to expect the 
total for the year to reach 2,700,000 
and on that basis it is certain that 
the new car sales this year will ac- 
count for a larger percentage of the 
production than was the case last 
year. In 1829 the sales accounted 
for 68 per cent. of the output, while 
this year, on the basis of an esti- 
mate of 3,750,000 for production and 
2.700,000 for sales, the registrations 
will account for 73 per cent. of the 
oucput.

Preliminary estimates gave 400,000 
as the probatle number. There is 
no question that development of 
the plan will result in ridding the 
roads of approximately 500,000 un- 
safe vehicles. 

One of the problems that dealers 
are worrying over is the appearance 
and reappearance of junkers as 
trade-ins on new sales. When the 
highway’ safety plan gets working 
at maximum efficiency this prob- 
jem will largely be solved.

Chris Sinsabaugh—Detroit Editor 


OR the first time in its history the American Society for 
Steel Treating, 7,500 strong, has turned to the auto- 
mobile industry for its president. What makes Detroit feel 
good, though, is that the society selected a local man for this 
big job, John M. Watson, chief 
metallurgist of the Hupp Mo- 
tor Car Corporation, who 
earned his new laurels by serv- 
ing the society for two years 
as treasurer and the past year 
as vice-president. 

Mr. Watson is a son-in-law 
of C. D. Hastings, chairman of 
the Hupp board, but he had 
earned his position in the autc- 
mobile industry before his 
marriage. When Mr. Watson 
was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan in 1909 as 
a bachelor of science and engi- 
neering, he went with the 
Texas Portland Cement Com- 
pany at Dallas as assistant 
chief chemist. Building better 
roads interested him for a 
time, but in March, 1910, he 
returned to Detroit to become 
an assistant chemist at the Packard Motor Car Company. 
In 1913 he took over the job of engineer of tests for the 
Sheldon Axle and Spring Company at Wilkes-Barre, Pa. 
Detroit called, however, and in 1914 he returned to our fair 
city, first as metallurgist for the Hupp Motor Car Corpora- 
tion, and later chief metallurgist, a position he has efficiently 
handled ever since. During the war, when Hupmobile was 
building tanks for the government, Mr. Watson had a lot to 
do with this work. ; ‘ z 


66 N your column the other day you had something to say 
about the searcity of early motor cars,” writes R. D. 
Lister, editor of Motor Trade of Toronto, Canada. “This 
summer I called on an automotive wrecking firm in western 
Ontario, which had two of these old timers. Both are of 
the dashboard type. One was made in 1899 and the other 
two years later. Both engines were ‘wound up’ or cranked 
from the side by inserting the crank in a socket between the 
side step and the floor of the car. One of these old horseless 
carriages has friction-drive, the edge of the axle shaft wheel 
bearing against the face of the wheel mounted on the end 
of the driveshaft. Speed of the car is increased by moving 
the axle shaft wheel toward the outer edge of the driveshaft 
wheel. Wooden axle shafts are used on the other car. 
“These veterans are on display near the highways, and 
they tell me that hardly a day passes without at least a 
dozen tourists stopping to look at them.” .

HAT little paragraph the other day about R. P. Rice. of 

Kansas City, dating back to 1907 or earlier as an auto- 
mobile salesman in Chicago, has excited another ex-Chicage 
pioneer, Ralph Nettleton, recently resigned as-Peerless sales 
manager to become a Ford dealer in Lakewood, Cleveland’s 
popular suburb. Nettleton claims priority over Rice as one 
of the pillars of the industry in its early days. 

“In 1907 I had been in the ‘Battle of Michigan Avenue’ 
for four years,” writes Nettleton. “Otis Friend (later presi- 
dent of the Mitchell Motor Car Company), Burt Hamilton 
(now out of the industry, I think) and Bernard Sykes (the 
Sykes of Bird-Sykes, Chicago distributor of the Graham- 
Paige) were the entire staff of the old Locomobile Company 
of America in Chicago in 1903. When I joined the staff 
they had struggled with me for three days, then turned me 
loose as a demonstrator, armed with a dos-a-dos (with seats 
back to back) Locomobile steamer. I burned out the boiler 
in Washington Park on my first demonstration, but stil] I 
got the order.”

U7 ITH tine seasonal pick-up in gen-

The difficulties faced, he added, 
include the temptation to speculate 
in raw commodities, overbuy because 
of attractively low price levels, or 
give way to sentimental appeals to 
help business by making larger pur- 
chases than conditions warrant. 

“Most buyers now find themselves 

at or near the point where more ma- 
terials must be carried and con- 
tracted for,” Mr. Renard continued. 
“While demand was falling off the 
purchase of materials was unneces- 
sary until the minimum inventories 
were reached. But now that de- 
mand has started to climb, buying 
must progressively pick up to take 
,eare of the growing requirements. 
_ “Popular opinion to the contrary, 
the present condition of commodity 
markets and low levels of prices 
eomplicate rather than simplify the 
responsibility of buying stocks. Pur- 
chasing agenis favor stabilized 
markets and prefer advancing to

Polishing 


By ROBER 

This paper, presented before the 
National Metal Congress, will ap- 
pear in part serially in Automotive 
Daily News.

In no indusiry is there so much 
misunderstanding, due to improper 
use of terms, as exists in the polish- 
ing and metal-finishing industry. 
In order to avoid confusion in the 
present paper, therefore, it will be 
well to establish a few fundamental 
definitions. 

Polishing is the art of producing 
smooth, uniform surface on metal

by means of an abrasive wheel, of 
vreater or less flexibility, the 
abrasive being glued to the face of 


the wheel. Polishing begins where 
grinding leaves off. and should more 
grind- 


properly be termed flexibie 

ing. . 
Buffing is the art of putting a 

luster or “color” on a polished sur- 


It is done by means of an 
abrasive composition bonded with 
a wax or grease, smeared on the 
face of a buffing wheel, made up of 
a series of cloth disks. The terms 
polishing and buffing are frequently 
interchanged by misinformed per- 
sons, and this interchange is often 
the cause of confusion and expense. 

A polishing wheel is a_ flexible 
wheel with abrasive grain glued to 
its cutting surface. It may be of 
many different forms and materials, 


face. 


as described in detail later in this 
paper 
A polishing or buffing machine 


is a machine for presenting the work 
to be polished or buffed to the polish- 
ing or buffing wheel. The machine 
may be a separate piece of apparatus 
from that driving the wheel or the 


wheel may be integral with the 
machine. Polishi:g machines are 
frequently called automatic 


machines. This is incorrect, as the 
present machines are not automatic 
in their action, but require manual 
contre] and loading. Usually they 
also require manual unloading. al- 
though sometimes automatic un- 
loading is possible. The full-auto- 
matic machine is possible but is still 
in the future. 

The success of machine polishing 
depends on the consideration and 
coordination of all the variables 
that may affect the condition of the 


final surface. These variables may 
be enumerated as follows: 

1. Variables of the Work. 

2. Variables of the Polishing 
wheel. 


3. Variables of the abbraisive. 

4. Variables of the machine 

To these variables there may ke 
added another set—namely, the vari- 
ables affecting the eglie with which 
the abrasive is bonced to the wheel. 
These variables are as important as. 





if not more important than, any ol 
the others. 

These variables are ail more o} 
less interrelated. For instance, the 
character of the matcrial will de- 


termine the character of abrasive. A 
sharp, hard, abrasive that fracture: 
alone dejinite planes as it wears 
such as aluminum, is the properabra- 
Sive to use for steel. Such as abra- 
Sive 1S unsuitable for cast iron that 
1eguires a mirror finish. This mate- 


rial calls for an abrasive such as 
crysiolon, that will crush rather 
than fracture. Then, too, the concdi- 
tion of the original surface infiu- 
ences the size of the abrasive grain 
that is to be emploved. The initial 


abrasive should be large enough to 
cut down to the bettom of the dex p- 
est pit. and to reduce the metal sur- 
rounding that pit to the same level 
This is followed by ebrasives that 
are successively finer, until the tina] 
cne produces the desired surface 
On the other hand, it will be a mis- 
take to use an abrasive coarser than 
ne on the in.tial wheels. as 
its effect will ke to put scratches in

be polished. The degree of finish to 
be obtained also influences the speed 


of the work past the _ polishing | 
wheel, as the slower the speed of 
the work past the wheel the better 
will be the finish. 


One factor in machine polishing 
that is frequently overlooked is the 
fact that in a machine, once the 
work has passed the wheel, that 
wheel is finished with it. In hand 
polishing, if the surface formed is 
not satisfactory, the work can be 
applied again and again to the 
wheel as often as may be necessary 
work 


The material of which the 
is composed determines the char- 
acter of abrasive that must be uscd. 


Alundum or any manufactured 
abrasive of similar characteristics 
is suitable for steel and brass. These 
materials require sharp 
edges to be continuously presented 
to the work. The abrasive, there- 
fore, should fracture in such a man- 
ner, and along such fracture planes, 
as to form cutting edges that are 
always of the same characier. An 
abrasive that fractures in such a 
manner as to cuse splinters and 
slivers will prove unsuitable, as 
these splinters will put scratches in 
the work that will later have to be 
removed. 

Soft cast iron presents an entirely 
different problem, due to the dif- 
ference in metallurgy between it 
and steel. The sharp-cutting grains 
tend to dig the iren particles out 
of the softer carbon matrix and to 
roll them along the work under the 
wheel. This produces deep scratches 
in the finished surface, and at- 
tempts to remove them with follow- 
ing wheels set up with the same 
abrasive only tend to aggravate the 
difficulty. A scluticn is found in 
the use of an abrasive that w 
crush instead of fracturing. 
ample of this type is Crystolon.
